One woman 'told of having seen a 
young woman kill her children sooner 
than lei the Cossacks murder the in- 
fants. Tin- refugee related how in the 
town of Xovn Moscow live drunken 
soldiers marched through the streets car- 
rying arms, a dead birby witli a bayo- 
net run through its body being iris- 
playcd at the end of each gun. 

M. Lundouinoki said that it was a 
common thing to see men strung up feel: 
first, and lying dead along tin; route of 
tlie railroad. He left his wife and 
their child in Russia ami came hero to 
establish a home for lliom. 

Ilirsch Lnsy.oim'ski, with his wife and 
two children was a not her refugee. He' 
is a lumber merchant tit Leukowisk.

300 Jews Were Put to Death

A PARTICULARLY sad accident 
occurred at the Goldstream pow- 
er bouse of the British Columbia 
Electric Railway Co. yester 
day afternoon by which Harry S. Ward, 
chief engineer of the station, lost, his 
life. From the particulars which were 
available at the olllce of the electric 
company last evening it was learned tiiat 
tlie unfortunate employee was engaged 
in changing the switches on the tram- 
way switchboard. 

lie bad made the change, and had 
moved away. On looking at the switch 
again he saw that it was not properly 
switched and returned to attend to it. lii 
some unaccountable manner he laid hold 
of copper on two of the switches. From 
Ibis short current he received a shock 
of 700 volts, which killed him instantly. 

His assistant, li. C. Ward, rushed tti 
his assistance and did all in his power 
to save his life, but bis efforts were in 
vain. 

The message conveying tlie news was 
.received in the city shortly after " 
o'clock, the accident occurring at exactly 
live minutes past that hour. Immedi- 
ately Dr. Hart and (',. M. Tripp, assist- 
ant superintendent of the electric com- 
pany, left for the .scene of the accident. 

On his return last evening Dr. 11 a i t 
was communicated with and said that it 
was impossible to do anything for tlie 
unfortunate man, as from all appear- 
ances death bad been Instantaneous. 

Mr. Tripp did not return hist evening, 
hit remained at the power bouse ami 
will come in to-day, accompanying the 
'body of the victim of the accident. 

The late Mr. Ward was engineer in 
charge of the Coldstream power house, 
which position he has held for the past 
eighteen months. Previous to taking 
charge or the works at that point lie 
was in the employ of the company in this 
citi.v fo rover fchrccyenrs, and was al- 
ways considered n very careful work- 
man. 

Mr, Ward resided In this city for a 
number of years, and was an English- 
man by birth. Like all Englishmen Mr. 
Ward was an anient admirer of ath- 
letics and was a member of the Victoria 
Rugby t 'a m for a couple of seasons. 
He was not. more than .'Ml years of age. 
The accident, is even more sad from the 
fact that the unfortunate young man 
was soon to be married. 

No relatives live in this city but sev- 
eral brothers reside In Vancouver. They 
have been communicated with . 

An inquest will he held 1 shortly to en-

William G. Rockefeller, nephew of 
John D. Rockefeller of the Standard Oil 
Company, was one of the witnesses 
who attended the hearing today before 
Frederick W. Sanborn, a special com- 
missioner appointed by Governor Folk 
of Missouri to take evidence in two 
suits brought by the state of Missouri 
against the Standard Oil Company ami 
companies alleged to be allied with it.

H. H. Rogers, vice presidents ami di- 
rectors ot" tlie Standard Oil Company. 

The hearing- was in the office of 
Henry Woolman, and E. T. Bedford, a 
director of the Standard Oil Company, 
was the first witness. Herbert Shad - 
ley, attorney-general of Missouri, con- 
ducted the case of that state. The 
evidence was taken for use in two 
suits which have been brought by the 
state of Missouri. In one of these 
suits the state seeks to bar the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of Indiana, a branch 
of the Standard Oil Company, which 
transacts its business west of tlie Ohio 
River, from doing business in Missouri, 
To Exclude the Octopus 

This action also aims to exclude the 
"Waters Pierce Oil Company and .the 
Republic Oil Company from doing 
business hi Missouri. In tlie other 
action tlie state aims to prevent the 
three companies named from carrying 
out the terms of an alleged pooling 
agreement by which it is charged that 
the business of their competitors is 
crushed. It is alleged by the prosecu- 
tion that the three corporations are 
federated for the purpose of prevent- 
ing competition and of controllng 
prices in violation of the Missouri 
anti-trust law. The penalty of such 
violation is forfeiture of charter or 
licence to do business in the state. 

It is charged that the corporations 
have districted the Western states, each

All the pupils who were at- 
tending tin' High school with one ex- 
ception made a declaration, they It lid 
not been spoken lo, betoro they came 
to the South Pnrk scl I ill flu re- 
quest of the witness on the day the de- 
clarations were made. It was not Hie 
usual custom to allow the pupils lo tnk 
the hooks home, hnl 
some' of them to do so. 

Closely Questioned 
jj Mr. Eberls read from one of the cir- 
culars to show that the pupils were not 
to he allowed lo take the hooks home. 

Witness stated Hint she had already 
explained why the pupils had been al- 
lowed to take the hooks home.

ness suid was perfectly true. She could 
not swear 11s to whether she went to 
Mr. Pierson's office 011 Sunday, Novem- 
ber 112th, or not. None of the pupils 
had refused to make the declarations 
when they were asked. She did not 
know that Briggs hud taken the Bible 
in his hand read yto swear and then 
declined. With regard to the statement 
in her letter that the children were all 
from '•truth regarding homes" witness 
stilted that she had intended to convey 
the meaning that the children had not 
been neglected and hud been brought up 
in a proper manner. 

Witness was not of the same opinion 
as one of the school trustees who had 
stated that all children lied.

Attitude of Trustees 
Witness had heard Mr. .lay give evi- 
dence hut what he said was not true. 
With regard to the statement of Mr.

ed that il was not according to facts. 
With one exception nil the trustees were 
sympathetic lo her when they went over 
to make the inspection of the hooks but 
Mr. .lay had been over before and had 
formed his opinion. During the time the 
drawing was being done witness was 
moving around the room almost con- 
tinuously. With regard to the inspection 
of the hooks witness did not think thai 
it was the hooks that caused the trustees 
to change their opinion but though! that 
some influence had been brought In hear 
by the otiicials of the department.

A great many persons in Victoria oth- 
erwise qualified to vote in the municipal 
elections are not on the voters' list as a 
consequence of the necessity of those, 
other than property owners, being regis- 
tered each year. This arises not so much 
as the result of lack of interest in munici- 
pal affairs as of forgetting to register, 
it may he said that a man who takes 
interest enough to vote should see that 
his name is on the list: but those who 
are busy during the working hours of the 
day are apt to overlook this formality. 
If possible some simple machinery should 
jbe provided for looking after so import- 
ant a matter. If the municipal officials 
were obliged to notify every person on 
the list, who are not property holders, 
that their name would be struck off the 
■list before n certain date if he did not 
make a personal or written application to 
remain mi it would probably result in 
securing a full list. A court of revision 
might be held to adjudicate upon appli- 
cations to which objections had been 
taken.

Those in British Columbia who have 
been criticizing the department of 
mines for the delay in publishing the 
report of the minister several months 
after the New Year each year will be 
surprised to know that the report of 
the Ontario department of mines for 
the year 1901 has just come to hand. 
It is n book of 371 pages and, there- 
fore, not so very much larger than 
that issued in this province, and not 
presenting any exceptional difficulties 
of production. 

The report in question is well print- 
ed on very good, heavy paper, and pro- 
fusely illustrated. The character 
the illustrations, however, cannot com- 
part with those for which the govern- 
ment printing office of this province 
has become, wo were going to say, 
famous. It is introduced by a statis- 
tical review, from which we take the 
following particulars: : 

The output for 1904 was $11,572,6-17. 
which shows a decrease as compared 
with several years past. This is ac- 
counted for by tho diminished yield in 
the nickel field.

The Law of Averages 



The law of averages in human affairs 
is as unrepealable as the law of gravi- 
tation. The suspension of this law, 
for one day, v/ould mean "chaos come 
again" in the lives of men. Imagine 
some of the things that might happen. 
All of the people who will ride in the 
street cars in the course of a year 
clamor to ride in one day; or all of 
the people who ride in the course of a 
year stay at home for a day conclude 
to do so on tho same day!

It regulates the re- 
sults of effort, rewards industry and 
aggressiveness as surely as it rebukes 
inertia.

Application was made in chambers 
before Mr, Justice Morrlison yesterday 
morning toy Mr. C. B, Macneill to de- 
termine' the position of Sydney Arthur 
Jacob Town, under ithe will of Henry 
Town, formerly of this city, who died 
in Western Australia 15 months ago. 
Mr. Town left an estate valued at over 
$500,000, of which several hundred 
thousands wort' left to various charita- 
ble institutions, and churches in Van- 
couver, including the Salvation 
Army. It was provided that these be- 
quests should not come into force until 
the youngest child attained the age of 

Mr. Town had a strong objection to 
any of his children embracing the Ro- 
man Catholic faith, and $000 per an- 
nul was left to Mr. S. A. .1. Town till 
he reaches the age of :{;">, when he is to 
get $12,000, provided that lit-' adheres to 
the Protestant religion. 

Statements made by counsel showed 
that prior to coming of age, Mr. S. A. 
J. Town worshipped in n Roman Cath- 
olic church, but he afterwards returned 
to the Episcopalian church in Which he 
was baptized, and since coining of age 
he has been a regular attendant of the 
church. 

Mr. Macneill said it was not the do- 
sire of the trustees to cut of!' the' young 
man's legacy, but merely wished hi* 
lordship to put an official construction 
on the clause of the will. 

Mr. R. L. Reld appeared for Mr. 
Town and argued I hat the will meant 
j only that Town should be a Protestant 
j worshipper when Its terms became ef- 
I fective. Mr. Keid also quoted atlthor- 
I ities to the effect that when a clause in 
i a will was ambiguous there' should be 
no strained construction put upon it 
for the purpose of disinheriting a bene- 
ficiary. 

His lordship reserved judgment.

At Sprang Ridge 



Various Candidates for Munici- 
pal Honors Hold a Meeting 
in Fernwood Hall 



A. J. Morley Who Stands for 
Mayor Outlines His 
Views 



Before a fairly representative aud- 
ience composed of the members of the 
Fernwood Municipal Association, A. .1. 
Slorley, candidate for mayor, fired the 
opening shot of his campaign and Alder- 
men Hall and IAillerton gave what 
liiiglit be termed a partial account of 
their stewardship ami also their rea- 
sons for seeking re-election. I). Spragge. 
placed his candidature before the elec- 
tors for the office of representative of 
the North Ward in the city council and 
A. 13. McNeill announced himself as a 
candidate tor the board of school trus- 
tees. 

The little stage in the club house of 
the Fernwood Athletic association was 
utilized as 'both rostrum and meeting 
place for the electors and as the meet- 
ing proceeded on one side of the curtain 
the remarks of the different speakers 
was often -made inaudible by the noises 
created by entliusnistic members en- 
joying the run of the gymnasium on the 
other (ride. However, for over two 
hours those present were interestingly 
entertained with what had taken place 
during the past year in the city council 
and what is hoped to be accomplished by 
the applicants for votes if eleetul. \V. 
Marclmrit presided. 

Mr. Morley 
in rising to make his address was 
warmly received, lie stated that he had 
anxiously awaited for some one abso- 
lutely free from corporation influence to 
offer himself for election as mayor, but 
nil none hail come forward he hail re- 
solved to force the' issue by making the 
campaign for the office himself. lie. 
called attention to the famous 'secret 
agreement' and strongly urged that 
greater publicity be given to all civic 
affairs. He took up the question of the 
Soughees reserve and related some de- 
tails of the negotiations with the 0. T. 
Hi officials, in which, acting on behalf 
of the Board of Trade he had laid down 
the principle that any acquirement by 
a railway company of the retserve 
should also provide full running pow- 
ers to all railroads desirous of entering 
the city. lie contended that corpora- 
tion influence controlled not only the 
board of trade lint also permeated the 
council chamber. He detailed the nego- 
tiations for harbor commissioners and 
pictured how corporate strategy had 
killed the project. 

The speaker advocated the grnduifi 
absorption by the citizens of all public 
utilities and staled that owing to the 
franchise granted to the I!. ('. Electric 
Company it would be difficult to fully 
carry nut tin- idea. but that means 
should be taken as early as possible to 
acquire all powers and rights looking 
to that end. lie showed by various quo- 
tations that Great Britain— where by 
common consent municipal institutions 
were (splendidly managed— had progress- 
ed steadily towards the control of light, 
water, power and transportation priv- 
ileges. 

In answer to questions he stated that 
he was in favor of the Appointment of i 
a a nub pendent auditor; reereal ion 
grounds for the North Ward section, re- 



distribution of the wards either In- 
equalising the present sections or ob- 
taining legislation to increase the wards 
to live. 

D. Spragge 

next took the lloor and announcing him- 
self as the candidate for the North 
Ward called attention lo the fact tlili* 
as he had not licen through the mil.' 
he had no sins to answer for. He was 
fully in accord with the platform of the 
united municipal associations of tlje 
North Ward, and touching upon the 
question of an independent auditor he 
narrated the case of a citizen who had 
expressed in strong terms to him b is - 
the citizen's— annoyance in being per- 
emptorily required to pay certain taxes 
<>n property which he had recently ac- 
quired and after paying same and ob- 
taining a receipt had some lime later 
been summoned again in the city ball 
with the demand for payment. This 
instance he contended, showed the nec- 
essity of an independent auditor. He 
imputed 110 dishonesty to the eily em- 
ployees and believed this was simply a 
mistake. This incident had come to the 
ears of Mr. Knymur and now certain

officials were spreading the story that 
he, Spragge, bad said the city hud two 
cash liooks.

If 
elected he said be would endeavor to 
keep the welfare of the North Ward 
under consideration and to see that 
the city as a whole was given fair play. 

The 'addresses made' 'by Aldermen Or. 
Hall and h'tillertoii. dealt with their 
Past Year's Record 
umieipal council and their ef- 
open the "secret agreement." 
tkers answered a number ol 
from the audience and both 
announced themselves in favor of muni- 
cipal ownership of public utilities. Mr. 
rullertoii in speaking mi the subject of 
license fees said that he purposed work- 
ing for an alteration of the act where- 
by stores should be charged for each 
separate department they ran. 

A. B. McNeill in announcing himself 
a candidate for the board of school trus- 
tees pointed out that lie was for 15 
years a teacher ami hud thereby ob- 
tained considerable experience in soli 
matters. "I am nobody's candidate and 
simply appeal to your support as an in- 
dependent citizen having no friends to 
advance, no enemies to punish and no 
personal ends to serve." lie declared 
that more economy .should be practiced 
in every department of the schools and 
said thill the needs of the city in his 
opinion the doing away with the crowd- 
ed condition of the Central school, the 
erection of a building for Victoria West, 
sanitation for the Hillside school and 
that playgrounds 'be obtained for the 
children of the Spring Bulge school.

Mr. Morley is a great figure in the 
House of Commons, and pre-eminently 
among parliamentarians he stands fitted 
for 1 he task. As the standard biogra- 
pher of Cobdeil, whose principles are 
now the chief matter in dispute, as a lib- 
eral leader w!u> in season and out of sea- 
son litis preached what the late Lord 
Salisbury called the "holy gospel of free 
I tirade," he was specially marked out for 
' the duty lu; has undertaken in the Com- 
mons. 

His career has been one of varied fea- 
tures, starting from obscurity in a I/.111- 
cashire town and ultimately reaching the 
position of one of the greatest living 
masters of Knglisli prose. The son of a 
Blackburn .surgeon, he passed from Chel- 
tenham College to Lincoln College at Ox- 
ford, where he became known chiefly by 
plain, blunt speeches at the Union. He 
hud the temerity on one occasion to move 
that, the execution of Charles the First, 
was Justifiable, and succeeded iii carry- 
ing his motion. At first intended for the 
dilirch, he took his degree at an early 
age, and the years of wailing which he 
would have in spend before being able 
to enter mi the priestly ntlice arc said 
to have induced him to abandon his ehc* 
sett profession. 

A Schoolmaster in Kent. 
In the early sixties, when just river 
twenty, he came to London, and buried 
himself -in sonic flolborii chambers. 
Here, dependent as he was in the main 
on writing, hard times quickly arose to 
him. and he was compelled lo' soil some 
of his bonks as be said, "to keep the wolf 
from the door." Journalism, combined 
with the drudgery of coaching, failed to 
supply the necessary funds, and he ac- 
cepted a small mastership at Charlton, in 
Kent. 

One wonders .as to what kind of a 
schoolmaster John Morley made. As we 
know him now. lie dues not seem the 
kind of man to have attracted boys, anil, 
at any rule, his tutoring soon came to 
an end. Returning to London, he speed- 
ily worked up literary associations, and 
'busied himself in a work on the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury. This task proh- 
Inbly exhausted his Churchmans-hip. lie 
then became editor of ihe now defunct. 
"Literary Gazette," and was invited to 
join the brilliant band of young men who 
were lighting the early battles of the 
"Saturday Review." The late Lord Sal- 
j isbury and Sir William Hnrconrt were 
['among his comrades 011 the "Saturday 
! Boiler." as ii came to he called. Mini he 
subsequently became the conductor of 
the— also defunct — "'.Morning Chronicle."

Politics in Parliament. 
Simultaneously with tills prolonged 
labor he begun to read for the l'.ur, and 
was ••called" at Lincoln's inn in 1873. 
He never practised at the Bar, '.but was 
elected several years ago as a Bencher 
of his Inn. 

lu ISSU he stood for Westminster— 
tin! old constituency of l)is great master, 
John Stuart Mill — as a radical, but was 
defeated, Soon after he became editor 
of the "Pull Mall Hazetle." Chen a lib- 
eral organ, and for nearly three years 
was assisted by Mr. W. T. Stead and 
Lord Miluer. who was then a young bar- 
rister da biding in journalism. While in 
Northumberland street he started the 
Home Rule movement, and in 1883 was 
returned for Newcastle as a supporter of 

Mr. Gladstone. lie was presented lo 
ihe speaker on taking his seat by .Mr. 
Chamberlain, who was then, and is still, 
one of his closest friends. 

Mr. Morley is inborn; the few men who 
; refuse ta regard the 1 louse of Commons 
as a chili. He attaches the utmost im- 
portance to ihe conscientious discharge 1 
of ihe duties of a member of 
: parliament. Within a fortnight of tak- 
ing his seat he intervened in debate, and 

I his appearances since thai lime have 1 11 

frcqusnt. His conception of parliament- 
ary duty he once defined as "to listen and 
j think and contribute to the 'veracity' of 
1 debate"— an ideal which everyone 'will 
I admit that .Mr. .Morley has consistently 
attempted to reach. 

A High Tone. 
Indeed, his consistency of purpose and 
high endeavor, both as a private member 
and as a responsible minister, is the main 
cause of [hat universal respect with 
which he is regarded by public men of 
all parties and complexions. Combined 
with this almost reverend regard f ,>r the 
work of parliament is magnanimity of 
tCUiper and speech which is recognized 
as being largely responsible for the main- 
tenance of a high tone in the I louse of 
Commons. Disagree as we may with 
the objects which Mr. Morley lias set' 
himself to further (throughout his career, 
we are bound lo acknowledge the stntes- 
aniinlike temper which he has always en- 
deavored to bring to the consideration of 
public business. We must admire this 
mollifying temper in our complex public 
life, even though we think it open In 

serious mis-direction. 

Magnanimity in speech is another out- 

st ling characteristic ot Mr. John Mor- 

iley. His lapses of temper — and a!) pub- 
lic men give way sometimes — are ex- 
tremely rare. The present writer once 
heard him in the Commons interrupt Dr. 
Reiltoul with Ihe remark. "Tile honor- 
able gentleman is extremely iguorant," 
but that was during ihe stormy course 
of the lasi Liberal Land Bill, as was I 
the occasion when Mr. Morley hotly 
taunted Mr. Carson — as he then was — 
with being "an irrecoiieilinble Irish 
.inula." These two incidents practically 

exhaust instances in r 11 years of Air. 

Morley's loss of temper. 

Mr. Morley lie platform orator is ail- ! 
mil-able. 1 le is moderately (Incut, full ; 
of "wise saws ami modern instances." [ 
and always keeps a high level when dis- 1 
cussing public questions. As a speaker 
on literary topics, he is unsurpassed by 
any living 'Englishman, not only for the | 
substance of his address, bat for the | 
choice literary prhrnseology which he em-' 
ploys to give it expression. Of Mr. Mor- 
ley. the parliamentary debater, there are 
varying estimates, due in part to the an- 
tagonisms which his parliamentary 

speeches excite. He is pungent, force- 
ful, concise, and damaging in attack, but 
he always speaks in the Commons with 
an academic air ami method which 
would be entirely unsuitable for ihe pub- 
lic platform. Thut he is naturally re- 
stricted to this kjnfl of treatment is con- 
tradicted by Iris manner mi the platform, 
ami ihe true expla nation is probably to 
lie found in the great respect which Mr. 
Morley entertains for the High Court of 
parliament. 

In Mr. .Morley Englishmen recognize 
a man of affairs of whom Ihe nation is 
justly proud. Statesman, thinker, writer, 
he has won univei s-a 1 respect.

"A tidal wave of Inspiring Influence

Mr. Gibb is spending a few days in 
Vancouver and Is stopping at the Do- 
minion Hotel. He is registered from 
New York, but he is an Englishman 
by birth, and although he has spent 
the greater portion of his life in the 
Uinltec! States and has his residence 
there, yet be still claims to be a loyal 
subject of King Edward. 

Tills is Mr. Glbb's second visit to 
Vancouver. His flrat visit was made 
a number of years ago. when the city 
was In its Infancy. Traveling Is one 
of ids hobbles, and having the means 
and the inclination, he avails himself 
of every opportunity to satisfy his de- 
sires in this line. lie is something 
of a globe-trotter, and lias visited 
England and foreign countries on his 
trips. He is a very tluent talker, and 
has evidently picked up much useful 
and valuable information in his travels. 
Great Opportunities Here 
"Tho equality of opportunity Is very 
largely gone in the United States," 
continued Mr. Gibb, "but in Canada it 
is in its transition from one stage to 
another, and presents opportunities 
such as cannot be secured in the 
United States, or in fact in any other 
country. Orie thing along this line, j 
and proving my assertion, is seen in i 
tho great amount of American capital 
which is being brought into the Do- 
minion and invested there.

"It would indeed take a bold and 
dise prophet to tell what the future of 
the Dominion -will be. Canada is rap- 
Idly und solidly coming to the front 
and has the making of a great nation, 
which some day she will be. The 
scenery is beautiful, the land fertile, 
and tucked away in the earth are to 
be found coal, minerals, oil and gas. 

"The vast areas in Canada are in- 
viting thousands of settlers annually, 
especially from tho States.

I was 
informed recently that there was so 
much merchandise piling up at Port 
Arthur that S00 men are being kept 
busy sorting and handling the stuff.

— The Typographi- 
cal Union announced tonight that three 
firms of employing printers, members 
of the Typothetae had acceded lo the 
union's demand today for an eight hour 
day and "closed shop" and that by to- 
morrow about 150 of the striking prin- 
ters will be back at work. Fairly in the 
day it was announced that Pussey & Co. 
ami A. G. Sherwood had signed the 
union agreement and Wynkop, lla-.n:- 
beck. Crawford and Company settled 
with the printers. 

On behalf of the Typothetae it was 
announced today that the tight for the 
"open shop" and the nine hour day was 
going forward steadily. The American 
Hank Note Company, it was stated, al- 
though not a member of the Typothetae 
had come out for the "open shop" prin- 
ciple. The Typothetae announced 2(50 
non-union men now are working in 50 
open shops here and the number is con- 
stantly being added to. To ensure non- 
union men permanent employment the 
Typothetae declared that personal eon- 
tracts for one, two and three years would 
be entered into. 

The Strike in Philadelphia 
Philadelphia, .Ian. 5. — A further gain 
of Pi men was reported today by mem- 
bers of the Typothetae, in the strike of 
the union printers for an eight hour d;\y. 
George Mecnan. the representative of the 
master printers, said that more than 
sixty per cent, of the places of the strik- 
ers who quit work have been already 
tilled. 

The union printers express themselves 
as satisfied with the situation. OlBcers 
of Typographical Uuion Mo. - s aitl that 
27 linns have signed the eight hour 
agreement , 

The Situation in Other Centres 
Newhoven, Conn., .Ian. .'..--Strikes of 
the members of the Typographical union 
have been in force in several Connecti- 
cut cities for many weeks, and the situ- 
ation remains today pnieticall >' at a 
standstill and quiet as it was at the 
beginning. 

St. Louis. .Ian. 5.— Both the printers 
und the employers concerned in the 
printers' strike -ay there is no immediate 
prospect of a settlement.

Ai a meeting held in Vancouver on 
Wednesday I'm- the purpose of discuss- 
ing the glanders' epidemic. F. C. Wnih' 
explained that while interested as a 
horse owner he felt an even greater in- 
terest from a public point of view. With 
tin idea of having some standard and 
recognized source of information lie 
had looked up the Kneyclopedin Britau- 
uiea, ami. for the information of those 
present, he read an excerpt, being an 
article by (bo. Fleming! C. B. 1.. 1,. D., 
principal veterinary surgeon of the war 
office, Loudon, The article is as fol- 
lows : 

"The symptoms of glanders are mark- 
ed by fever ami its accompaniments— 
loss of appetite, hurried pulse, and res- 
piration, and disinclination to move. 
Sometimes the legs or joints are swollen 
but the characteristic symptoms, the 
classical signs, is a yellow adhesive dis- 
charge from one or both nostrils: there 
is also* a peculiar enlarged modulated 
condition of one or both lymphatic gland 
between the grinders of the lower jaw. 
which though they may be painful very 
run ly supposnto, and on the mucous 
membrane carrying the septum of the 
nose are little yellow pimples or pus- 
tules, running into deep ragged edged 
ulcers. The discharge from the nostril 
adheres to its margin, 'because of its 
glucose nature, ami straw and other 
matters also stick to it. while the ob- 
struction to the respiration causes the 
animal to snort frequently — u cause of 
danger to men and animals as this dis- 
charge is virulent. In addition the 
lymphatic glnnds of tic face are often 
involved and appear a- corded lines 
passing up the cheeks: they arc painful 
• in pressure. In some cases there is a 
cough. As tin 1 disease progresses the 
ulcers in the nostrils extend in size and 
depth and increase in number, often 
completely perforating the septum, ami 
being sometimes covered with black 
crusts: tin- nasal discharge becomes 
more abundant and tenacious, streaked 
with blood and foul Kindling, and 
caiwes the animal the greatest difficulty 
in breathing, so !hal it appears to be 
on the point of suffocation. Death is 

due eitll'-r to this cause or 111 PXllHUStioil. 

"Chronic glnnders generally presents 
the same symptoms; but the annual is 
not so seriously ill, and may indeed ap- 



pear to be in good health and he able 
to perform a certain amount of work. 
In some knotty eases the ulceration may 

not be perceptible, and only the pecu- 
liar knotty enlarged gland and slight 
discharge from one nostril be evident. 
There may be unci rtainity ill such cases 
as pi whether the disease is glanders, 
Owing to the absence of ulceration: ami 
lo prove whether it is that disease re- 
course has to be made to inoculation of 
another animal, generally a worthless 
horse or ass. the latter being the best, 
as it develops the characteristic symp- 
toms more rapidly ami certainly."

British Columbia's Fruit 

Display.

Respecting the British Columbia fruit 
exhibit the London Times in its issue of 
I lecenlber 5tli said:" 

There was ii private view Of choice 
British Columbian apples at the Horti- 
cultural hall yesterday. Fruit growing 
is a new enterprise in that colony. Lord 
Aberdeen was the first, perhaps, to ob- 
serve that both soil anil climate favored 
the industry of fruit raising, or, at least, 
to act upon the observation. At the 
present time a community of growers is 
•forming the neighborhood of his ranch 
at Okanagan. The insect plagues which 
work such mischief in California and 
I Oregon have been excluded hitherto. It 
was not to he hoped that any trans; 
! Atlantic country could escape "scale," 
' but even this is unite unimportant so 
for. None of the others give trouble, 
and the codlin moth, most dreaded of 
all. is actually unknown. This immunity 
gives British Columbia an enormous ad- 
vantage. The expense and risk of in- 
secticides are avoided. There is no ne- 
cessity to "spray" the trees. The ven- 
ture was successful from the first, 3,000 
tons were exported by rail to Manitoba, 
Alberta. Saskatchewan especially. But 
the yield is -rowing so fast— (500,000 
trees have been planted in the last 12 
months — that a larger market is requir- 
ed, and the colonists seek it ill Groat Bri- 
tain. They claim that their produce is 
superior in quality to California!!, more 
like the sweet native apples and pears 
which are Ii x pensive for the multi- 
tude nowadays; and it can be sold cheap- 
er than the American already. The dis- 
play at the Horticultural hall was very 
attractive. Colonists have a fancy for 
red varieties of apples, and they think 
that the British public shares the prefer- 
ence. However that may be, the long 
lows of boxes and trays, filled with crim- 
son fruit, made a pretty spectacle, ami 
every specimen was a picture, though we 
are assured thai niosl of them had been 
taken "as they came." parked for ship- 
ment — excellently packed, too, for nui- 
ongsl other evidences of its intelligent 
interest, the goveriuneiil lias issued in- 
structions on Ihe ml of packing. The 
varieties most largely represented Mere 
ribstoue pippin. Newtown pippin, Blcn- 
bein orange, and the American favorites 
Iflsopus spitzbnrg, kinu' of Tonikius coun- 
ty, and Jonathan; bin in future special 
attention will be paid to Cox's orange 
pippin, which is curtainly the finest of 
nil apples. The few pears shown looked 
admirable.

The contract for 
the construction, of the steel steamer 
has been awarded by the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company tu the New York 
Shipbuilding Company on a bid slightly 
lower than $700,000. Estimates of 
cost ran from $750,000 lo $800,000. 

Bids submitted by the Pacific Coast 
builders ran from $800,000 up, and 
though the company was anxious to 
award the contract to a Arm on this 
coast, the additional expense, amount- 
ing to $10(1,000. meant tax of more 
than 14 per cent, for Pacific Coast 
loyalty, and the company finally deter- 
mined lo accept Atlantic Coast offers.

NEW ROAD TO COAST. 

Milwaukee Surveyors Start East 
From Butte. 

Butte, Mont., .Ian. 4.— Active work on 
tlie survey of the extension nf the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul road from 
kvarls, S. 1)., to Seattle was commenced 
in Montana today, when two surveying 
outfits left Untie to Work eastward . 

A. (i. Baker, chief engineer of the 
division of -100 miles between Butte 
and Miles City, has assumed supervis- 
ion of the work. Surveying crews com- 
posed of Chicago engineers, will he sent 
Westward wltllltl a few days and the 
Work will he pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible, according to Mr. Baker, who says 
the Milwaukee trains will be in Butte 
nl least by 1008. It will lake four years 
to get the Milwaukee line into Seattle 
according lo the estimate of Mr. Ba- 
ker. 

The Milwaukee will touch Lewistoti, 
Idaho, crossing the Bitter Boot in Mon- 
tana, down the Clearwater, thence to 
I.ewiston, or else will pass north of 
Lewiston, with a spur to Ihe town, fol- 
lowing tlie general direction and the 
river courses of the Northern Pncific, 
Spokane will be touched by the main 
or n branch line. Salmon city, Grange- 
vide and Thunder Mountain districts 
will all be tapped by the Milwaukee, 



According to statistics published in the 
last issue of the Bailroad Gnstette; the 
gross earnings of the Hill railway system 
for tlie vcar 1005 reached the huge total 
or $100,222,020, an Increase of $29,000,- 
O(Jt) in four years. Tlie figures show that 
in spite of the increase in mileage, tin; 
increase per mile in tlie earnings is $1",- 
450. 

Tbu' figures published by tlie Gazette 
show an interesting condition, hollowing 
in a summary of the statement: 

"In 1902 the Ililt r Is earned $131,:

Northern for the past year amounted to 
$43,520,0S8. The clifiractertetie growth 
of this property in recent years has been 
through branch line development, in con- 
nection with the main stem stretching 
across the country from St. I'aul 
l>u!ntli to Seattle mid Vancouver. 

''Freight traffic contributed $33,512,- 
744 of the total earnings for 1!»).">, and 
ton-miles of revenue freight increased 
818,358,509 units during the year. Il 
must be recollect cd. however. Mini tin- 
year 1904, like 1901, was an off year for 
the company, in the sense thai earnings 
both gross and net. were Kluitller than 
in the year immediately preceding. Com- 
parisons, thcrefroei show no uncommon- 
ly favorable for 190."), yet. skipping 1904 
and going hack to 1003, the year which 
previously beat all traffic records by 
tremendous figures, it is seen that gross 
earnings this vcar beat tilt record by 
some $3,000,000. 

The Great Northern this year prints 
a table, which is not specially instruc- 
tive, but is rather nnmsing, showing 
what revenue would have been collect- 
ed on the 1905 traffic if il had b< 

charged on the basis of the average ten- 
mile rate in 1881, from which it is de- 
duced that the voluntary reduction of 
rates during the twenty-live years has 
saved this year's shippers over $87,000,- 
000. 

"The average ton-mile rate in 1SS1 
wan 2.8 cents; during all Ihe years be- 
tween that year and 1905 there 1ms on'y 
been a single one (lll(M) when the av- 
erage rate was higher than it was in the 
year immediately preceding and in 1!M)."> 
he average rate had fallen to ."illi cent. 

"Operating expenses increased during 
the year from $20,594,3(13 to $21,441,1)27 
leaving net earnings $22,084,101 in 1905 
as against $10,402,901 in 1!>()-L In spile 
of the large increases in traffic, the item 
of conducting transportation showed a 
considerable decrease during the year.

571,189. as against $5,083,204 lust year. 

"During ihe year there was no de- 
crease in the authorized share capi- 
tal nf $125,000,000, although .'< - J:!ii..,T," 
new was issued. It has been the pol- 
icy of ihe company to advance sums to 
ids proprietary companies for construc- 
tion purposes, and receive their stock in 
payment and $17,000,000 of such stock 
aws acquired during the year. The 
expenditure made nn the capital ac- 
counl by proprietary companies for 
work completed or under construction 
aggregated $788,800, chiefly chargeable 
to the Seattle Montana and to the 
lOnstern Railway of Minnesota. The 
funded debt in the hands of the pub- 
lic increased approximately $4,000,000 
during tlie year, which brings the total 
capitalization of the system for which 
ihe Hreat Northern Railway Company 
is responsible, dinetly or under guar- 
antee, up to $225,470,004, bonds and 
stock.

Although little opened, the springs now 
have a How of two slu'ee heads. The 
water is of a sulphurous nature, like 
that of the Oreen Hiver ami many other 
springs on the continent.
